Orange Fudge. 
Mix two cupfuls of 
white sugar, 
two-third- s 
of a cupful of 
milk, butter the size of an egg, the 
grated rind of an orange, the juice of 
half an orange. 
Boil to the soft tall 
stage, then remove from the fire and 
beat until creamy.

Peppermints.
